In  common  with  most  voluntary  hospitals  the  Income 
of  the  Grimsby  and  District  Hospital  for  the  year  1926 
has  been  affected  by  the  stagnation  of  trade  during  and  «. 
following  the  Coal  Strike.  The  serious  result  is  apparent  - 
when  your  Committee  reports  that  last  year  it  was  able  to-- 
reduce,  the  debit  balance  on  revenue  account  by  the  sum  . 
of  £964,  whereas  during  1926,  instead  of  a  reduction 
the  debit  balance  has  been  increased  by  the  addition  of  the  s 
sum  of  £487  13s,  od.  The  debit  balance  on  the  revenue 
account  now  stands  at  £2,686  9s.  6d. 

Regrettable  as  is  the  deficiency  on  the  year’s  working, 
your  Committee  is  gratified  to  find  That  its  fears  of  a  iarger 
deficiency  have  not  been  realised.  The  year  has  revealed 
how  loyal  are  the  friends  and  subscribers  of  the  Hospital 
in  times  of  financial  distress  and  difficulty. 


Notwithstanding  the  financial  strain,  your  Committee 
did  not  feel  justified  in  lessening  the  beneficent  work  per- 
iormed  at  the  Hospital.  It  has  relied  on  the  hope  that  when 
better  times  came  monies  would  be  forthcoming  to  meet 
the  adverse  balance.  Accordingly  the  Committee  has  only 
limited  its  work  by  the  available  accommodation.  How 
great  such  work  has  been  is  indicated  in  the  following

Your  Committee  also  regrets  to  report  the  death  with 
tragic  suddenness  of  Miss  Chapman,  the  Assistant  Secretary) 
who  so  efficiently  performed  her  duties.
